DIED ON SATURDAY

IDEATH CAME AFTER LONG

ILLNESS—VERY PROMI-
NENT CITIZEN

WAS LEGISLATOR

For Several Years Served Ander-
son County in the State House
of Representatives,

Anderson county loat ¢ue of her
best and most highly esteemed citi-
zens In the death of Mr. John Bel-
ton Watson, which occurred at  his
home at Cross Roads, four miles
nhmre the city, yesterday morning at

180 o'clock. Funeral services will
I.m held this afternoon at Salem
church at 3:30 o'clock, Rev. O, L.
Martin officiating. Interment wil] be
made (o the family burial plot in lhc
church yard.

Mr. Watson had been In i1l health
for the paat two years and about
three months ago he went to Colum-
bia to undergo an operation. It was
successful and had nothing to do
with his death. Severnl weeks ago
he became 111 and his condition grew
worse, death resulling from heart
and lver trouzle,

Mr. Watson was born on March
1at, 1853, and was tae oldest child
of David M. Watson and Martha Bur-
ris Watson, the daughter of the Fuv.
Dawld Burriss, His father lived on a
farm abouyt our miles Northwest of
the city and Mr. Wateon was reared
on' the farm, He received his edu-
cation In the public schools, being
under the instructlon of Prof. W.MJ.

‘Watson was then 19 years old and his
father died during that year. Being
the eldest child, he had to help sup-
erintend the farm and his education
was cut short,

Béing n farmer and a young man
of high 1deals and strong convictions,
Watson took much interest in
the farmer's movement and it s
known that he became active in thelr
affairs in 1876, He attended all the
important meetings and was then
recogpized as a leader of men. He
s00n became one of the etaunchest
members of thg movement and after
having served on several important
committees Iin 1884 he was elected
head of the delegation to the legis-
In 1886 he was defeated by
a small majority but was eleteed

1again in 1888, 1891 and 1894.

In‘18904 Mr. Whison withdrew from
‘politics for a time and devoted his
attention to his farm. He was one
the most progressive farmers of tha

time and soon accumulated muc!

larxd, so that at the time of his death
he was one of the foremost and most
prominent farmers in this section of
the state,

Mr. Watson later took to pclitics
again and in 1908 hy was elected to

8| the leglalature and also In 1910 he

was chosen to represent Auderson
county:

While Mr. Watson was a member
of the btate houss representatives his
sound judgment in discussing and
acting upon the affairs of the people
won ' for him distinction and  hls
name has found on many of the ap-
puintment committees. appointed In
the hoyse during his terms of office.
‘While chalrman of the commiitee on
Privilegea and Elections especially
‘did Mr. Watson show sound judg-
ment and straight business principles.
Hé was a legislator who always had
at heart the affairs of the farmer nd
he pressed many pleces of legislation

I_ which havp been of much service and

praotection to them.

Mr. Watson was twice married, his
firat wife belng Miss Lizzie Allen,
daugnter of Banniaster Allen of Abbe-
ville eounty. To this union four

q| children were born as follows: Wade

A. Watson, Earle YWatson, Miss Anna
Watson and Fritz Watson, Hls sec-
ond wife was M;ss Mattie Britt, alsp
from Abbeville county and the daugh-
ter of Juseph Hritl. To this union
thers was one child born, David J.
Watson, a member of the graduating
class at Clemson College this year.

Desides his widow and children
there survives the following brothers:
8. J. Watson of this county, F. B.
Watson of Falr Play, and two sls-
ters, Mre. J. P. Duckett of this city
‘angd Mrs, Berry Allen of Anderson
county.

In 1872 Mr. Watson jolned Balem
Baptist church of which he was a
member frd where his-remains will
be Iaid to rest. He was recognized
as ong of the most substantial mem-
bera of the church and was. always
rondy and willing to ald In anything

i| that wonld mean its advancement,

His death Is a gresat loss to his fami-
ly hln chureh, cnuntr and state.
